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MANUFACTURER? 
By Kay Badollet 

Note: The purpose of this article is to acquaint manufact- 
urers with the role geology can play in the commercial uses of 
asbestos fibre. The article is based on information gathered at 
an interview with Marion S. Badollet, in charge of Research on 
Asbestos, Johns-Manville Research Laboratory, Manville, N. J. 


The manufacturer of asbestos products often buys 
his fibre without any idea as to the mineral impurities 
or physical properties of the fibre to be used in his manu- 
factured goods. In the case of asbestos products intended 
for use in certain specialized fields, the result of this 
method of buying may produce a poor quality product 
and cause unnecessary complaints by the customer. 

The knowledge of geological formations from which 
fibre is obtained will give the manufacturer an oppor- 
tunity to choose the fibre best suited to his purpose. An 
article recently published in the Canadian Mining Jour- 
nal' discusses the formation of minerals and rocks as- 
sociated with asbestos in the serpentine belt of the East- 
ern Townships, Quebec. Altho this article did not point 
out the value of the information to the manufacturer, a 
study of the facts presented indicates that such geologi- 
cal data could be of considerable help to the producer of 
certain asbestos products. 


Asbestos Textile Industry 


Asbestos fibres that are obtained from deposits con- 
taining magnetic mineral impurities, such as magnetite 
and nickel, should not be used in some textile products. 
These impurities are objectionable when the fibres are 
converted into rovings and yarns that are used as cover- 
ings for wires in motors and to cover heating elements 
in electrical appliances. ; 

For example, some fibres that are obtained from the 
serpentine rock show that the wall rock (rock layer next 
to the asbestos fibre veins) contains magnetite or nickel. 
Some of the small particles of these minerals remain

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with the fibre during the processing at the mill, where 
they are not completely eliminated. Thus, the fibre sold 
to the textile mill contams small amounts of the metallic 
impurities that in turn are not completely eliminated 
during the textile carding process. The net result is the 
presence of magnetic impurities in the rovings and yarns 
that are used in electrical appliances and motors. Con- 
sequently, the wire coverings do not pass the under- 
writers specifications and the asbestos materials are re- 
jected. 

A study of the geological surveys of the fibre de- 
posits in various parts of the world, or reports by the 
United States Geological Department, would supply 
valuable information on the asbestos ore bodies and rock 
formations. These studies would also give a prediction 
of what mineral impurities could be expected to appear 
in the asbestos fibre. 

In Arizona*® the geological studies reveal that the 
wall rocks consist of serpentized limestone, and show 
the absence of iron, chrome, and nickel. These fibres, 
therefore, if sold to the textile manufacturer, would be 
excellent for electrical purposes. Other fibre deposits in 
Africa and Australia show that their wall rocks and as- 
sociated minerals are relatively low in magnetite. There- 
fore, these fibres may be used with good results in tex- 
tiles that are sold to the electrical industry. 

Asbestos Papers. 

Papers made into tapes and used for electrical pur- 
poses may also have the same impurities of magnetite 
and magnetic minerals as rovings and yarns used in as- 
bestos textiles. Therefore, those asbestos deposits which 
geologically show the presence of these mineral impuri- 
ties should not be considered as the source of fibre for 
producing electrical papers. 

Filtration Industry 

The producer of asbestos filter pads and filter fibres 
is also faced with fibre impurity problems. In the filtra- 
tion of wines and fruit juices, calcium salts in the as- 
bestos fibres are objectionable because they cause tur-

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bidity and form precipitates with the fruit acids. There- 
fore, the asbestos fibre manufacturer who prepares fibre 
for this highly specialized industry should obtain a geo- 
logical preview on the minerals closely: associated with 
the asbestos fibre deposits. If the wall rocks near the as- 
bestos vein contain considerable quantities of limestone, 
the calcium salts must be eliminated mechanically at the 
asbestos processing mill, or the producer must acid-wash 
his asbestos fibre to remove this impurity. 

Some asbestos deposits in Africa* and Australia‘ 
show a low calcium salt content. They show, geological- 
ly, that the wall rocks are made up of serpentine rock 
with a minimum quantity of magnetite. Fibres from 
these deposits are now becoming popular for use in the 
filtration industry for filtering fruit juices and wines. 


In the filtration of whiskey by asbestos pads, the 
presence of iron in the asbestos is objectionable because 
it forms a dark color with the tannins in the whiskey. It 
may also produce turbidity in the finished product. In 
this particular case, the asbestos fibres containing cal- 
cium salts are not too objectionable. Therefore, the as- 
bestos fibres from the rocks showing a geological forma- 
tion in limestone, as the wall rocks should be quite free 
from the presence of metallic iron impurities, and the 
fibre may be considered valuable for use in filter pads 
for the filtration of whiskies. 


Asbestos Cement Products. 

The manufacture of asbestos-cement products, in the 
majority of cases, involves water slurries of asbestos, 
cement and other ingredients necessary to produce the 
desired product. The excess water is usually eliminated 
by some means of filtration which involves the applica- 
tion of pressure or vacuum. Geological studies of asbest- 
os deposits in Canada’® show the rock formations and in- 
dicate the presence of slip fibres, tale, and other miner- 
als which hinder the removal of water from the asbestos- 
cement slurry. Deposits of asbestos fibres containing 
these minerals usually show slimy characteristics result-

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ing in poor filtering properties and causing many pro- 
duction problems. 


It is obvious that the manufacturer of such asbestos 
products should become acquainted with the geological 
formations of the rocks from which his fibre is obtained. 
With this information at hand, it may serve as a guide 
to fibre usages in his plant, and thus eliminate unneces- 
sary troubles in his manufacturing process.

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Vibration in airplanes or in buildings is lessened by 
the use of asbestos felt or mats. 

Accident—of course our first thought is brake lin- 
ing, which prevents automobile accidents. But insula- 
tion protects workmen from the heat of pipes which 
might otherwise cause burns; packings also lessen the 
chance of accident. 

Frost—the story of frost protection of the concrete 
dam by the use of asbestos felt, which started us on this 
discussion, is an illustration. 

Soon we hope to have an article telling how asbestos 
filters bacteria from liquids. 

Asbestos cloth as a filter in a dust collector is one 
illustration of protection from dust; asbestos-cement 
boards are often used for hoods over machines to catch 
the dust and keep it under control. 

And Asbestos-Cement Board likewise guards build- 
ings against termites and other vermin.

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COMPACT FILTER APPARATUS 

During the war a very compact filter apparatus was 
designed for the use of small groups of soldiers or sailors 
for the filling of canteens from sources of water which 
could not be used with- 
out filtering and where 
drinking water from reg- 
ular approved sources 
was not feasible. 

The apparatus weigh- 
ed only 4 pounds, and 
was only 6-54” in diame- 
ter and 3-14" high, so 
could be easily carried by 
a man in addition to his 
regular equipment. The 
Miniature Filter Apparatus Weigh- photograph gives some 

ing only 4 pounds. idea of its compactness. 

Of course no mention of this small filter could be 
made at the time, but now that it is available for peace- 
time purposes, the brief description will be interesting. 

With the unit comes 6 waterproof heat sealed cello- 
phane envelopes, each containing two asbestos and wood 
pulp fiber filter pads; 6 envelopes containing diatoma- 
ccous earth or Filter Aid and 16 packets of canteen water 
sterilizing units, all in a canvas carrying case. 

Naturally it is only useful where small quantities of 
water are required, but it probably saved many a life 
when pure water was not available.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 
GENERAL BUSINESS 

‘*The opinion thai the peak of the postwar boom has 
been seen is now fairly general’’ says the National City 
Letter for June. 

That there will be some reeession later on, also seems 
to be the genera! cpinion. 

A new wave of strikes may be in the offing. 

Building has fallen off somewhat when compared with 
last year principelly because of high costs, but still has 
great volume and the passing of the bill which relaxes 
restrictions on construction clears the way for an up- 
surge in building activity. 

The price of living is very high but is expected to level 
off to some extent before the end of the year. 

Those few sentences give in 2 nutshell the main points 
of the general market. There are many ifs, ands and buts, 
however, which may or may not affect these basic factors. 
ASBESTOS - RAW MATERIAL 

Demand for asbestos erudes and fibres is still very 
much greater than quentity available and this applies to 
every group. It is expected that this condition will continue 
into 1948. Prices are firm. 

ASBESTOS - MANUFACTURED GOODS 

Asbestos Textiles. There is practically nothing new 
in the Asbestos Textile situation. A reasonably high de- 
mand continues tv exist. The shortage of asbestos crudes 
and long fibres ccntinues and it is therefore impossible to 
substantially reduce the backlog of unfilled orders. 





Brake Lining. In the replacement market total sales 
are still at an all time high level. Buyers are becoming more 
critical of quality and price, however. Despite the facet that 
asbestos fibre continues to be short, the supply of brake 
lining seems to be more than adequate. Sales are expected 
to remain at the 1946 level thruout. the balance of this pre- 
sent year. 


Insulation. High Pressure. Demand continues to de- 
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cline requiring some production curtailment. There are 
more substantia] inventories at factorie; and warehouses.— 
particularly in standard thick 85% Magnesia Covering. 
The Industry is approaching what may prove to be the 
normal level of post-war business—much below wartime 
and immediate post-war, but still good business when com- 
pared with pre-war. Prices remain firm. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. Altho there is considerable 
decline in demand for Low Pressure Insulation, which is 
partly seasonal but more particularly because of shortages 
and high construction costs, the chief problem of this sec- 
tion of the Industry is still insufficient supply of asbestos 
paper. Prices remain unchanged. 

Asbestos Paper. Raw materials are still holding pro- 
ductive capacity to an extremely low level. One manu- 
facturer tells us that because demand is slackening, com- 
mercial papers can now be shipped from stock. 

Asbestos Millboard. One manufacturer reports an im- 
provement in the Asbestos Fibre situation affecting this 
market, resulting in 30 to 45 days delivery on orders. An- 
other says that most thicknesses in commercial grade 
mill board can now be shipped without delay. Demand 
is leveling off. 

Asbestos-Cement Products. The situation in connec- 
tion with all asbestos-cement products continues un- 
changed, with demand running far ahead of the supply. 
and supply limited by the scarcity of asbestos fibres. This 
condition will doubtless continue for some months to come. 

There is a noticeable tendency on the part of cus- 
tomers to be critical of quality instead of, as has been the 
custom for some time, to take anything they can get. 

The market in corrugated and flat asbestos-cement 
sheets continues active thruout the country. Asbestos pipes 
remain in good demand.

LIFTS MAY'S TOTAL 


Stimulated by a heavy volume of contracts for pro- 
jects classified as publicly owned, awards for construc- 
tion in the thirty-seven states east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains reached a total of $742,837,000 in May, and repre- 
sented a gain of 23 per cent over April of this year and 
a drop of 22 per cent from May of last year, as reported 
by F. W. Dodge Corporation. 


Projects classified as publicly owned had a contract 
valuation of $302,053,000 and amounted to 41 per cent 
of the total of all contracts awarded in May. The figures 
indicated that 22 per cent of nonresidential contracts, 
14 per cent of all residential contracts and 85 per cent 
of all heavy engineering projects in May were for muni- 
cipal, state or federal agencies. 

Privately owned construction in May 1947 showed 
modest gains over April, but dropped 42 per cent from 
the volume reported for May of last year. Total volume 
of privately owned projects in May was $440,784,000 
against $425,066,000 in April and' $755,586,000 in May 
of last year. 

Residential construction for public and private aec- 
counts combined totaled $254,085,000 in May, a drop of 
] per cent from April and decline of 45 per cent from 
May of last year. 

Public works and utilities, mainly for public aecount, 
amounted to $252,853,000 in May representing a gain of 
57 per cent over April and 28 per cent over the record 
for the corresponding month of last year. 

Gains in the first quarter over the first quarter of 
last year equalized declines in April and May compared 
with these months of last year, to bring the total for the 
first five months of this year to $2,955,755,000, a drop 
of 6 per cent from the total for the first five months of 
last year.

A continuous process of freeing substantially dry fiberized 
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asbestos masses from finely divided foreign matter which com- 
prises continuously feeding the asbestos masses gravitational- 
ly thru a vertical fixed screen column, confining the gravita- 
tionally moving asbestos to said column while transversely 
fluffing and agitating the same within the column to separate 
and aerate the asbestos, subjecting the outer surface of said 
column of the gravitationally moving agitated asbestos to suc- 
tion to remove the dust therefrom and moving agitating ele- 
ments at a speed in the range of 300 to 720 revolutions per 
minute whereby the fibre groups are separated without sub-
